My  dear  SirJ- 

I  have  your  favor  of  February  7th,  and  also  beg  to 


thank  you  for  the  little  wood  carvings  which  I  received  in  Milwau¬ 
kee  before  coming  East. 

T  am  now  much  in  Mew  York  and  Boston,  and  make  my  headquar¬ 
ters  in  our  offices  in  those  places.  I  should  be  pleased  to  see 
you  at  any  time  when  you  can  find  me  in  either  of  those  places, 
and  now  I  wish  you  to  understand  my  desires  in  reference  to  the 
matters  of  which  you  write. 

It  is  much  easier  to  put  money  into  buildings  and  masonry 
than  into  human  life,  and  people  generally  take  to  the  idea  of 
having  a  material  monument  of  themselves-  I  do  not  share  in  this 
desire,  and  particularly  wish  not  to  have  on  the  surface  any  mani¬ 
festations  of  what  I  am  doing  underneath.  What  I  wish  to  have 
done  in  Sitka  is  to  help  you  to  start  a  form  of  industry  to  which 
these  natives  are  specially  adapted,  and  to  assist  in  their  develop¬ 
ment  in  what  might  be  c  all ed,the  line  of  least  resistance-  They 
show  such  aptitude  for  carving  in  wood  and  stone  and  horn,  that 
T  am  sure  you  could  furnish  a  system  of  instruction  with  improved 
tools  and  methods,  which  would  enable  them  to  create  a  new  industry 
for  themselves.  Of  course  this  involves  much  more  labor  on  your 
part  and  on  the  part  of  your  associates,  than  to  build  a  building, 
but  it  is  precisely  that  labor  which  I  wish  to  obtain  and  encourage 
I  have  no  desire  to  have  an  "Abbot  Museum",  or  anything  with  my 
name  attached  to  it-  I  therefore  hope  that  you  will  not  give  up 
your  efforts  to  find  a  teacher  or  teachers  or  persons,  who  can 
organize  this  system  and  method  of  instruction  in  carving. 

This  is  what  I  spoke  to  you  about  when  I  was  in  Alaska,  and 
what  T  have  been  waiting  to  hear  from  you  was  if  it  had  gotten 
under  way-  \  hope  you  will  find  somebody  who  will  actually  organ¬ 
ize  such  a  sohoo  1  •  I  would  be  willing  to  pay  sa y,  $£5  0.  a  year 
for  five  years  to  come,  and  to  properly  secure  the  payment  of  that 
sum  if  every  dollar  of  the  money  is  to  be  applied  in  the  expense 
of  instruction  tools  and  industrial  apparatus  suited  to  that 
particular  industry. 

The  money  which  goes  into  human  life,  and  the  improved  de¬ 
veloped  powers  of  these  natives  is  expended  in  a  manner  very  useful 
in  rny  .judgment,  but  unattractive  to  most  people-  There  is  no  need 
of  elaborate  buildings  or  anything  more  than  you  have  at  present 
for  this  purpose,  and  wish  you  would  devise  some  plan  of  utilizing 
my  interest  in  this  matter-  I  will  frankly  say  that  I  should  pre¬ 
fer  to  put  the  $1,000.  which  you  ask  for  into  3ome  form  of  human

ll  f©  in  some  other  part  of  the  country,  rather  than  merely  to 
erect  a  building  for  a  museum  in  Sitka*  I  look  upon  all  surplus 
funds  which  any  man  controls  as  properly  a  trust  to  be  applied  as 
judiciously  and  thoughtfully  to  good  uses  as  he  uses  the  money  for 
the  pleasure  and  support  of  his  family* 

I  hope  to  hear  from  you  that  you  will  be  able  to  carry  out 
these  ideas,  and  at  any  rate  shall  always  be  glad  to  hear  from  you 
and  confer  with  you  in  these  matters.
